Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Harrington,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Barrington,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1987,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  .  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed 
Assets  Account  Group,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not 
known . 

As  described  in  Note  2,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues 
of  $59,285  in  its  General  Fund  and  $385,659  in  its  Property  Tax 
Fund  which  do  not  meet  the  sixty  day  received  in  cash  revenue 
recognition  requirements  of  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3) .  Town  officials  believe,  and 
we  concur,  that  application  of  this  accounting  principle,  which 
would  result  in  a  reduction  of  undesignated  general  fund  balance 
from  $135,944  to  ($309,000),  might  mislead  the  user  about  the 
Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  and  future  obligations  at 
December  31,  1987. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial 
statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  second  paragraph, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Barrington, 
New  Hampshire,  at  December  31,  1987,  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  changes  in  financial  position  of  its  non- 
expendable trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an 
opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.  The  supplemental  schedules  are  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Barrington,  New 
Hampshire.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

In  1988  the  Selectmen  approved  acceptance  of  five  new  roads 
totaling  3.02  miles,  all  within  subdivisions.   In  ten  years  we've 
gained  ten  miles  of  new  road  all  within  subdivisions  for  an 
average  of  one  mile  per  year.   The  five  year  average  is  two  miles 
per  year.   Currently  we  have  11  new  roads  and  two  sections  of 
Class  VI  roads  within  subdivisions  under  inspection.   Another 
proposed  subdivision  includes  two  roads  and  a  section  of  Class  VI 
road. 

Several  assessments  were  collected  from  developers  for  road 
improvements  amounting  to  more  than  $16,500.  Improvements  were 
made  to  Wildcat  Road,  rfallego.  Hale  and  Winkley  Pond  Roads  with 
these  assessments.  Other  assessments  have  been  made  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  more  are  anticipated  in  1989  for  improvements 
to  Class  V  roads  servicing  subdivisions. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  58  miles  of  Class  V  roads  the  town, 
through  the  highway  department,  hot  topped  the  Town  Hall  lot 
including  handicapped  access  and  the  police  and  ambulance  areas; 
hot  shimmed  the  Mt.  Misery  section  of  Province  Road,  a  section  of 
Hall  Road  and  a  section  of  Lily  Pond  Road.   Proposed  layouts  were 
done  for  the  Atwood  Road,  project  design  for  the  weir  on  Scruton 
Pond  Road  bog  and  a  center  line  layout  and  boundary  marking  for 
the  Scruton  Pond  reestablishment  and  Route  202   intersection  was 
done.  Project  design  was  done  for  the  Berry  bridge  replacement  on 
Second  Crown  Point  Road  and  a  culvert  purchased  for  installation 
this  coming  season.   The  Wildcat  Road  reestablishment  proposal 
was  drawn.   Land  was  purchased  for  the  realignment  of  Lee  Oak 
Road  and  Route  125  intersection. 

Swain  Road  and  Tibbetts  Road  were  improved  and  hot  topped.   The 
Smoke  Street  and  Route  9  intersection  was  realigned, 
reconstructed  and  hot  topped.   Winkley  Pond  Road  and  a  section  of 
Ham  Road  were  limitedly  upgraded  and  a  penetration  coat  applied. 
A  seal  coat  will  be  applied  in  the  next  season.   Some  excavation 
was  done  and  gravel  applied  to  the  Town  Farm  Road  and  remainder 
of  Ham  Road.   Back  Canaan  Road  was  graveled  with  a  road  mix. 

Brush  was  mowed  and  cut  Town  wide.   Street  signs  for  all  Class  V 
roads  were  purchased  and  will  be  ready  for  spring/summer 
installation  as  will  be  a  limited  number  of  30  m.p.h.  speed  limit 
signs. 

Traffic  counts  were  accomplished  by  numerous  volunteers  under  the 
direction  of  Rick  Burrows.   Rick  planned  and  scheduled  the  counts 
as  a  project  for  credit  towards  his  Eagle  Scout  Award.   These 
volunteers  deserve  a  good  measure  of  thanks  and  I  hope  they  will 
remain  on  line  for  further  counts.   These  counts  were  delivered 
to  the  Department  of  Transportation,  Bureau  of  Transportation 
Planning  for  analysis.   Although  we  have  total  actual  counts 
taken  we  need  further  extrapolation  of  these  figures  to  give  us 
average  daily  counts.   Added  counts  are  needed  to  give  us  a  clear

picture  of  where  traffic  increases  are  occurring  so  that  road 
improvement  needs  can  be  more  closely  determined. 

Our  line  of  equipment  is  in  good  shape  at  this  writing.   We  have 
three  dump  trucks  with  plows,  and  sanders,  the  newest  was  added 
this  year,  the  oldest  is  a  1979  gas  fueled  unit  purchased  in 
1980.   This  unit  is  mounted  with  the  Town's  original  purchase  of 
equipment  in  1974  i.e.  the  sander  and  plows  are  in  their  14th 
winter. 

The  four  wheel  drive  backhoe/loader  rental  purchase  agreement  is 
paid  and  I  am  asking  that  the  $12,000  payment  and  the  $6,000 
surplus  from  the  truck  purchase  be  set  aside  for  future  highway 
equipment  purchases  without  increasing  the  budget  total. 

The  1989  budget  includes  the   final  payment  of  $6,000  on  the 
grader.   The  four  wheel  drive  pick  up  truck  is  two  years  old  with 
20,000  miles.   The  next  piece  of  equipment  that  we  anticipate 
will  need  replacing  is  the  1979  dump  truck/sander/plow  unit  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $54,000  minus  trade  allowance. 

The  winter  budget  reflects  a  deficit  for  1988  due  largely  to  the 
snowfall  of  January/February  1988  and  cost  of  materials  to  treat 
the  ice  conditions  of  December.   Thus  far  the  winter  budget  of 
1989  will  reflect  unusual  material  costs  for  salt  and  sand  due 
largely  to  the  icing  conditions  encountered  to  date. 

The  recent  favorable  hydrological  study  results  of  the  dump  area 
indicate  what  we  expected  as  relates  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
salt/sand  storage  area. 

Because  of  the  determined  need  to  store  the  salt  under  cover  and 
keep  it  dry  to  prevent  runoff  we  propose  and  have  estimated 
construction  of  a  salt  storage  shed  at  $20,529  in  this  years 
budget.   Due  to  time  limitations,  and  daily  (nightly)  work 
responsibilities  I  failed  to  request  to  encumber  the  necessary 
funds  from  the  1988  budget  in  a  timely  manner.  Therefore,  this 
item  is  included  in  the  1989  budget.  We  ended  1988  with  a  surplus 
of  $127,096.80;  however  we  did  not  accomplish  all  we  proposed. 

The  Highway  Department  hopes  to  continue  with  our  improvement 
projects  in  1989  and  we  ask  for  your  continued  support.

ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT  1988 

IT  IS  TEN  P.M.   DO  YOU  KNOW  WHERE  YOUR  DOG  IS? 

As  the  Town  grows,    so  do  the  dog  problems.   This  past  year  we  had 
several  incidents  of  dogs  killing  chickens,  rabbits,  sheep  and 
turkeys.   All  dogs  were  caught  and  the  owners  paid  the  damages. 

Dogs  are  suppose  to  be  under  control  of  the  owner  at  all  times. 
This  does  not  mean  running  all  over  the  neighborhood. 

Dogs  caught  running  deer  are  subject  to  a  $500  fine  and  the  dogs 
could  be  destroyed. 

Any  dog  that  has  been  involved  in  killing  of  animals  is  no  longer 
a  good  pet  as  it  will  continue  to  seek  out  animals  to  kill  and  at  a 
great  expense  to  the  owner. 

So  therefore  knowing  where  your  dog  is  at  all  times  is  very  important 
as  well  as  a  saving  on  your  pocketbook.

REPORT  OF  HARRINGTON  FIRE  DEPT. 


The  Harrington  Fire  Department  responded  to  130  emergency  calls 
during  1988  consisting  of  16  structure  fires,  10  vehicle  fires, 
15  chimney  fires,  3  fire  alarm  activations,  33  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  5  grass  and  wood  fires,  7  no  permit  outside  fires,  3 
gas  or  oil  leaks  or  spills,  4  electrical  problems,  3  recoveries 
and  10  service  calls.   We  received  mutual  aid  assistance  on  4 
occasions  involving  several  neighboring  departments  on  each.   We 
responded  to  12  outside  calls  for  assistance. 

The  Fire  Department  appreciates  this  outside  response  as  it  pro- 
vides extra  equipment  and  manpower  at  no  cost  to  Harrington.  We 
intend  to  provide  assistance  to  others  when  requested. 

Chimney  fires  from  wood  burning  equipment  has  declined  but  are 
still  occuring  due  to  lack  of  proper  maintenance  of  smoke  pipes 
and  chimneys. 

Residents  should  make  every  effort  to  determine  where  they  live, 
official  road  names,  developments,  land  marks,  etc.,  to  enable 
emergency  services  to  better  serve  them. 

The  telephone  number  664-7700  is  the  fire  alarm  and  emergency 
line  only.  24  hour  answering  and  dispatch  services  at  Durham 
cannot  provide  answers  to  Fire  Department  business. 

The  Fire  Department  does  not  issue  burning  permits.   These  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.

The  Planning  Board  met  thirty  times  during  the  year  1988.  There 
were  nineteen  Non-Residential  Site  Reviews  approved  and  eighty- 
seven  lots  were  created  by  approved  subdivisions.  VJe  took 
fourteen  site  walks  with  applicants.  Subdividers  have 
contributed  toward  the  upgrading  of  roads  servicing  their 
subdivisions  and  several  sections  of  Class  VI  roads  have  been 
upgraded  to  Class  V  specifications  but  remain   Class  VI  status. 


The  Qoard  worked  with  Philip  Laurien,  our  Consulting  Planner 
again  this  year.  After  months  of  preparation  the  proposed 
Zoning  Ordinance  changes  were  passed  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  on 
July  28,  1988.  The  Board  feels  these  changes  will  serve  the  Town 
well  ill  the  coming  years.  As  the  climax  of  the  growth  amendment 
approaches  the  Board  is  working  on  subdivision  regulation  changes 
that  will  create  orderly  and  reasonable  growth.  Fair  share  costs 
for  road  improvements  and  phasing  of  subdivisions  are  two  ideas 
being  considered. 


Good  planning  toward  what  all  of  us  want  Barrington  to  be  is 
needed  from  both  sides  of  the  "planning  table".  As  grov7th  will 
have  a  great  effect  on  our  town  as  years  go  by  it  is  the  Planning 
Board's  goal  to  see  a  balance  between  commercial  development  and 
housing,  both,  standard  lots  and  cluster  subdivisions.  It  is 
hoped  that  residential  development  and  commercial  projects  can 
co-exist  and  still  maintain  the  rural  character  of  Barrington 
desired  by  the  residents. 


VJe  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  Boards;  Selectmen,  Attorney's  McNeill 
and  Dolan,  and  all  the  individuals  who  have  assisted  us  in  the 
past  year.  We  hope  to  again  this  year  to  work  with  Phil  Laurien 
who's  assistance  has  been  invaluable  to  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FORESTER 

Since  April  1,  1938,  Intent  to  Cut  forms  have  been  filed  on  approximately 
550  seres  in  Bornnyton.   i  his  is  3  decrease  m  acreage  from  1987. 

The  most  common  cutting  practices  that  I  encounter  in  Barnngton  are 
clearcuts  and  heavy  partial  cuts  also  called  hygrading  or  revenue  cuts. 
Most  of  these  operations  do  not  involve  the  expertise  of  a  reputable 
trained  forester.  To  my  knowledge,  approximately  200  acres  of  cutting, 
involving  6  or  7  operations,  had  the  assistance  of  a  professional  forester. 
Of  these,  one  90  acre  operation  that  started  as  a  "select  cut"  deteriorated 
into  a  revenue  cut.  Such  harvests  are  rarely  advisable  as  it  can  take 
decades  before  regeneration  of  comimierciai  species  can  become 
established. 

The  most  cornmon  misconception  regarding  the  timber  harvest  lasvs  that  I 
encounter  is  that  forest  products  given  away  are  not  subject  to  the  timber 
tax.  The  current  law  allows  landowners  to  cut  up  to  10,000  board  feet  of 
logs  or  up  to  20  cords  of  fuelwood  for  their  own  domestic  consumption 
from  their  own  land  without  being  subject  to  the  timiber  tax.  Volumes  in 
excess  of  this  or  volumes  transferred  to  another  person  regardless  of  the 
nature  of  the  transaction  are  taxable  and  require  an  intent  to  Cut.  Failure 
to  file  an  Intent  to  Cut  prior  to  starting  an  operation  is  a  misdemeana". 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  all  landowners  employ  the 
services  of  a  reputable  trained  forester  in  all  their  logging  operations 
regardless  of  the  cutting  practice.  But  you  should  consider  that  few 
investments  can  equal  the  long  term  returns  that  managed  forest  land  can 
bring.  An  article  in  the  Boston  Globe  this  past  year  pointed  out  that 
owners  of  properly  managed  forest  land  "can  expect  a  return  of  about  15« 
per  year  on  the  value  of  the  land."

In  March,  our  program  of  growth  management  expires  and  as  far  as 
the  Selectmen  know,  we  cannot  reenact  the  control. 

Normally  this  letter  is  dedicated  to  outlining  the  previous  years 
accomplishments  but  this  year  your  Board  wants  to  "raise  the  warning 
flag"  and  get  your  attention  on  key  issues  such  as  disposal  of 
solid  waste,  (and  the  need  to  recycle),  the  increasing  demand  for 
service,  (tied  to  this,  the  need  for  space  to  serve) ,  and  a  limited 
source  of  funding  to  cover  these  and  other  municipal  issues. 

It  is  understandable  that  the  educational  needs  for  our  children 
take  priority  but  everyone  in  the  community  must  understand  and 
agree  that  concentration  on  education  results  in  Town  government 
limited  to  providing  the  basics  and  only  the  basics. 

The  division  of  cost  remains  the  same,  88%  of  each  tax  dollar  goes 
to  education,  6%  goes  to  the  County  and  6%  to  the  Town. 

Many   times  we  are  asked  to  work  to  encourage  industrial  development. 
Fine,  however,  to  do  so  means  spending  and  investing  up  front.   If  we 
are  really  interested  in  this  area,  we  must  be  willing  to  put 
up  the  money  for  planning,  advertising,  providing  services  such 
as  sewer,  water  etc.  and  in  some  cases  financial  backing. 

Under  our  present  limiting  method  of  financing  municipal  services 
we  are  indeed  in  for  some  tough  times.   It  is  therefore  more 
important  now  than  ever  before  that  we  all  work  together  to 
prioritize  our  immediate  goals  and  determine  the  future  direction 
of  our  Town.

Article  1.   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  by  ballot  and 
majority  vote,  including: 

One  Selectman  for  three  years. 

One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

One  Library  Trustee  for  two  years. 

Two  Library  Trustees  for  one  year. 

Three  Library  Trustees  for  three  years. 

One  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years. 

Article  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #1  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows : 

To  amend  the  introductory  phrase  of  Section  7.C  of  the 

Zoning  Ordinance,  which  phrase  describes  the  location  of  the 

commercial-industrial  zone,  to  read  as  follows  (with  the  new 
language  shown  for  voter  informational  purposes  in  boldface) : 

For  land  with  frontage  on  Route  125  or  Route  4  or  land 
with  frontage  on  a  road  constructed  to  Town  standards  and 
connecting  directly  to  either  Route  125  or  Route  4  and  upon  which 
front  lots  used  or  to  be  used  solely  for  commercial  or  industrial 
purposes.   (Majority  vote  required) . 

Article  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #2  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Hoard  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows : 

To  amend  two  new  subsections  to  Section  8.7  of  Article  8, 
Open  Space  Development  Ordinance  (often  referred  to  as  the 
Cluster  Ordinance),  as  follows: 

(p)  Use  of  isolated  pockets  of  upland  soils  as  part  of 
density  calculations  -  if  areas  of  upland  soils  (Soils  Classes  I- 
IV  in  the  Hi-Intensity  Soils  Classification  Table)  are  totally 
separated  from  the  usable  area  of  the  site  by  either  standing 
water  or  very  poorly  drained  (Class  VI)  soils,  the  Planning  Board 
may  determine  that  these  areas  do  not  count  towards  the  new 
developable  area  for  density  calculations. 


(q)  Regardless  of  the  overall  net  density  calculations 
on  a  site,  no  portion  of  the  site  may  be  developed  at  a  density 
greater  than  one  unit  per  acre  of  contiguous  available  upland 
(Class  I-IV)  soils.   (Majority  Vote  Required). 

Article  4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  #3  as 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for  the  Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
follows : 

To  add  to  Section  16. B. 2  of  Article  16,  Wetland 
Conservation  District  "Special  Provisions,"  the  following  new 
subsection: 

(c)  No  construction  activity  may  occur  closer  than 
fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  wetland.  "Construction  activity"  is  meant 
to  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  parking  lots  and  structures. 
The  following  exceptions  are  permitted: 

1.  Vegetated  drainage  swales  for  storm  water  runoff. 

2.  Wells. 

3.  Utilities. 

4.  Regrading  of  the  ground  surface  pursuant  to  a 
special  exception.   The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment, 
after  proper  public  notice  and  public  hearing,  may 
grant  such  a  special  exception,  the  application  for 
the  same  having  been  referred  by  the  Board  to  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
reported  upon  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation 
Commission   prior  to  the  public  hearing  or  thirty 
(30)  days  having  elapsed  following  such  referral 
without  the  receipt  of  such  reports.   The  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  may  grant  such  a  special 
exception  only  upon  a  finding  that  the  proposed 
regrading  of  the  ground  surface  will  not  adversely 
affect  any  wetland  and  is  otherwise  in  conformity 
with  federal,  State  and  local  statutes,  ordinances 
and  regulations.

Article  21  as  follows:   "To  1 
see  if  the  Town  of  Harrington,  pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  RSA  202-a,  will  vote 

to  accept  as  a  public  library  the  private  donation  of  books,  equipment,  and  J 

shelving  from  the  Harrington  Library  Association'.'  This  article  was  accepted,  ; 

and  our  library  has  continued  basically  as  before,  but  as  an  integral  j 

part  of  the  town  structure.   The  chief  difference  is  that  library  trustees  ^ 
will  now  be  elected  by  the  town  by  ballot.

Jackie  LeHoullier  and  Sally  Bigelow  as  assistants.

The  Kural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  is  entering  its  20th 
year  of  providing  health  care  to  its  member  towns.   It  remains  a 
certified  home  health  agency  providing  skilled  nursing,  physical, 
occupational  and  speech  therapy,  medical  social  worker,  home  health 
aides  and  homemal'.ers,  a  comprehensive  Hospice  program  and  a  2.k   hour 
answering  service  with  a  nurse  available  2k   hours  a  day,  seven  dajrs 
a  week  with  home  visits  made  as  indicated. 

Programs  being  provided  by  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc. 
are  the  Elderly  Maintenance  Health  i^ogram  which  includes  health 
counseling,  blo^d  pressure  monitoring,  diet  teaching  and  blood 
testing  for  diabetes.   We  also  provide  influenza  shots. 

It  h^s  been  a  difficult  year  for  Rural  District  Health  Council, 
Inc.   Staffing  is  at  a  critical  point  smd  this  has  caused  extra 
work  and  burden  on  the  current  dedicated  staff,  as  they  continue  to 
provide  excellent  care  to  all  patients  in  the  nine  towns.   Keep  in 
mind  -  "there's  no  place  like  home,  especially  when  you  are  ill".

Harrington  Emergency  Management  Agency  (BEMA)  is  a  Town  agency 
comprised  of  and  run  by  an  entirely  voluntary  group  of  Town 
approved  members,  as  required  by  the  Hy-Laws  of  the  Agency. 

BEMA's  primary  function  is  to  provide  assistance  and  advise  Town 
Officials  in  emergency  situations,  either  natural  or  man-made, 
as  requested  by  them. 

BEMA  also  monitors  Citizen's  Band  radio  channel  9  to  provide 
assistance  to  the  general  public  traveling  the  highways  and 
roads  in  the  surrounding  area.   All  calls  are  reported  to  the 
proper  agencies  and  departments  and  are  handled  by  them. 

Because  our  function  is  primarily  to  provide  emergency  service 
to  the  Town,  I  am  happy  to  report  no  major  incidents  during  1988. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  the  passing  of   our  former  Director, 
Francis  "Lucky"  Lanciano  this  year. 

Our  major  goal  this  year  is  to  continue  to  upgrade  and  add  to 
our  communications  equipment  to  allow  direct  communications 
with  our  neighboring  Cities,  Towns  and  the  State  Emergency 
Management  Agency  in  Concord.

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BARRIN6T0N  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1 988 


The  Barrington  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  "record  year".  In 
March,  the  town's  residents  showed  their  support  by  passing  our  warrant 
article  requesting  $20,000  to  be  used  for  various  conservation-related 
projects.  Another  warrant  article  was  passed,  establishing  that  the  town 
could  participate  in  the  New  Hampshire  Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program  (LCIP),  a  state-wide  project  to  protect  land  and  preserve  our 
environment  from  development. 

The  Barrington  Conservation  Commission  used  some  of  it's  conservation 
fund  to  hire  Peter  Thompson,  a  consulting  geologist,  to  do  the  necessary 
field  work  and  to  prepare  a  report  locating  our  potential  aquifer  regions 
for  possible  future  public  water  supplies.  (This  report  is  available  at  the 
Town  Hall  or  from  the  Conservation  Commission.) 

We  continue  to  encourage  interest  in  the  conservation  easement  as  a 
means  of  permanent  land  protection.  In  September,  the  Commission  held  a 
meeting  with  landowners  along  the  Isinglass  River  to  present  information 
about  easements  as  a  means  of  river  protection.  As  a  result  of  that 
meeting,  two  landowners  decided  to  put  conservation  easements  on  their 
properties. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  we  applied  for 
funds  to  acquire  a  conservation  easement  on  the  Richard  and  Dorothy 
Warren  farm  off  of  Route  4  in  Barrington.  This  application  was  accepted 
and  the  actual  conservation  easement  on  this  approximately  230  acre 
property  is  in  it's  final  stages. 

Another  Barrington  resident  has  offered  to  donate  a  large  parcel  of  land 
adjacent  to  a  town-owned  property.  The  Barrington  Conservation 
Commission  hopes  to  develop  some  of  this  land  for  town  recreation 
purposes. 

The  Commission  responds  to  an  Increasing  number  of  Wetlands  Board 
applications,  and  assists  townsfolk  in  complying  with  Wetlands 
regulations.  Representatives  from  our  Commission  attended  a  regional 
conservation  meeting  in  Northwood  this  fall  where  they  had  the 
opportunity  to  ask  questions  of  the  administrative  officer  for  the 
Wetlands  Board  about  duties  and  procedures  of  local  Commissions. 

We  hope  to  continue  with  these  efforts.  Your  support  is  critical.  We 
need  new  members,  and  welcome  your  presence  at  our  monthly  meetings 
held  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  from  7  to  9  p.m.  at  the  Town  Hall.

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LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 


The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are 
pleased  to  continue  to  report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery 
plant  located  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  is 
operating  on  a  continuous  twenty-four  hour,  seven  days  a  week 
schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Cooperatives  Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory 
control  of  the  three  member  Operations  Committee  from  the  Joint 
Board  of  Directors.   The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  ot  the  Admin- 
istrator, includes  two  mechanics,  two  truck  drivers,  two  daily 
shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  8  persons  plus  daily  clean-up 
crew,  and  the  secretary.   This  organization  operates   the  incinerator 
system,  maintains  records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's 
heating  plant  staff  to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam  production 
elements  of  the  plant.   The  Cooperatives  organization  also  handles 
the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer  stations  of  four  communities, 
and  handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  landfill  sites. 

As  of  the  beginning  of  December  1988  the  landfill  is  about  85% 
complete  and  should  be  operational  sometime  late  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1989.   The  operation  of  the  landfill  is  going  to  be 
rather  unique  in  the  fact  that  we  will  erect  a  building  to  house 
about  four  months  worth  of  ash/sludge  mixture  and  open  the  landfill 
only  four  or  five  times  per  year.   In  this  mode  of  operation  we  will 
significantly  reduce  leachate  generation,  increase  the  life  of  the 
landfill  and  reduce  our  operating  costs  to  more  than  pay  for  the 
building  over  the  life  of  the  landfill.   This  mode  of  operation  has 
to  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire.   Our  Preliminary  discussion  with  the  D.E.S. 
indicates  that  they  are  receptive  in  theory  to  this  method  of  operation. 

Status  of  the  Recycling  Committee:  At  the  March  31,  1988  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  a  committee  was  appointed  to  look  into  recycling  and 
the  capacity  of  the  plant  -  the  committee  is  made  up  of  John  Jacobsmeyer 
from  Northwood,  Russell  Bailey  from  Epping  and  Edmund  Jansen  from 
Rollinsford.   The  life  of  the  Committee  is  eighteen  months  and  should 
have  there  report  out  by  September  1989.

Lamprey  Health  Care  marks  eighteen  years  of  service  in  1989! 

Two  medical  offices,  one  in  Newmarket  and  one  in  Raymond,  provide 
primary  medical  care,  preventive  health  services,  community  outreach,  social 
services  and  short  term  counselling  with  referral  to  mental  health  agencies. 

Services  also  provided  by  Lamprey  Health  Care  include  the  Senior  Citizen 
Transportation  Program  and  the  Rockingham  County  Info-Center,  information  and 
referral  service. 

The  medical  team  at  Lamprey  Health  Care  consists  of  six  physicians: 
Sarah  C.  Oxnard,  MD  is  a  pediatrician  and  is  the  Medical  Director  of  Lamprey 
Health  Care.  Edward  G.  Benoit,  MD  is  a  Family  Physician  and  is  Associate 
Medical  Director  at  our  Raymond  facility.  Karen  0.  Brainard,  MD  is  a  Family 
Physician  practicing  in  Raymond.  Paul  E.  Friedrichs,  MD  and  Micki  A. 
Kantrowitz,  MD  are  both  Family  Physicians  at  the  Newmarket  Center.  Cynthia  A. 
Rasmussen,  MD  is  an  Obstetrician/Gynecologist  who  directs  the  Prenatal  Program 
operated  by  Lamprey  Health  Care  and  provides  gynecological  services.  Also  on 
staff  at  Lamprey  Health  Care  are  Michael  C.  Lewis,  Certified  Physician's  As- 
sistant, Barbara  Janeway,  Nurse  Practitioner  and  John  Mark  Blowen,  Nurse  Prac- 
titioner. Registered  and  Licensed  Practical  Nurses  and  a  Medical  Assistant 
round  out  the  medical  team. 

The  addition  of  physicians  in  recent  years  has  allowed  Lamprey  Health 
Care  to  respond  to  the  growing  demand  for  services  in  this  area. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  continues  to  operate  the  Senior  Citizen  Transporta- 
tion Program.  The  transportation  service  enables  seniors  citizens  to  remain 
independent,  self-sufficient  and  active  by  providing  a  means  to  needed  serv- 
ices such  as  food  shopping,  pharmacy,  meals,  medical  appointments  and  recrea- 
tional trips.  Three  of  the  busses  are  equipped  with  hydraulic  lifts  to 
provide  services  to  individuals  in  wheelchairs. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  also  operates  the  Rockingham  County  Info-Center 
which  provides  information  and  referral  services  to  the  residents  of  the 
county.

33.  as  amended:  such 
indebtedness  not  to  exceed  a  period  of  ten  years:  that  the  Barrlington 
School  Board  be  authorized  to  invest  said  monies  and  to  usi."  the 
interest  earned  thereon  for  said  project:  that  the  Bamnqton  Lichool 
Board  be  authorized  to  obtain  and  expend  State  and  other  aid  uhich 
may  be  available  for  said  project:  that  the  Bamnqton  School  Board 
be  authorized  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  paymen'.s  of 
principal  and  interest,  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  and  the 
provisions  for  the  sale  of  notes  and/or  bonds,  and  to  determine  ail 
other  matters  in  connection  therewith:  and  that  the  present  buildinq

Ouu  j  the 
defference  shall  be  declared  surplus  and  applied  to  the  principle  on 
the  bond."  The  motion  uas  seconded   by   Board   nember   Barbara   Croft. 

Moderator  Suiier  introduced  Building  Committee  member  Peter  Royce 
mho  gave  a  report  of  the  buildina  committee.  Mr.  Royce  stated  that 
the  proposed  new  school  uiould  have  81  classrooms.  and  house  qrades 
Readiness  through  4.  The  present  Elementary  School  uould  be  for 
grades  5  and  6  and  the  Middle  School  uould  be  for  grades  7  and  B.  He 
made  further  references  to  a  handout  uhich  was  available  tp  those 
present .

(S3  .900 .000)  .  After  the  pretientation  the  nr .  Sujiar  will  hold  a  scrau 
vote  to  see  uhich  the  majority  of  those  present  wish  to  vote  by 
ballot  on.

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FOOD  SERVICE  PROGRAM 


During  this  past  school  year.  I  have  attendee)  numeroue 
seminars  and  workshops  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  Food  and  Nutrition  Services  and  the  American 
School  Food  Service  Association.   These  seminars  and 
workshops  focused  on  issues  in  nutrition  and  child  feeding 
programs. 

A  Breakfast  Program  was  Introduced  to  the  Harrington 
Schools  (8)  eight  years  ago.   The  menu  consists  of  an 
assortment  of  juices,  breads  and  cereals  and  milks. 
Students  come  into  the  cafeteria  directly  from  their  busses, 
and  enjoy  eating  breakfast  in  a  relaxed,  unhurried 
atmosphere.   Approximately  (60)  sixty  students  participate 
da  i 1 y  . 

Our  Lunch  Program  has  an  (80%)  eighty  per  cent 
participation.   I  attribute  this  to  preparing  menu  ite.ms 
appealing   to  the  students  appetites.   The  menus  are 
prepared  from  "scratch  recipes"  rather  than  the  ready  to 
serve  products  on  the  market  today.   Using  this  method  we 
can  control  unnecessary  additives  in  our  children's  diets  as 
well  as  controlling  the  cost  per  plate. 


A  mid-morning  snack  is  offered  to  students  at  the 
Elementary  School.   Students  have  several  choices  such  as 
crackers  with  peanut  butter  or  cheese,  fresh  fruits,  mixed 
nuts  and  raisins,  granola  bars,  milk  and  juice. 

Again  this  year  the  eighth  grade  Home  Economics 
students  have  been  planning,  preparing  and  serving  the 
lunches  for  both  Elementary  and  Middle  Schools.   One  day 
each  month  a  unit  (12  students)  is  responsible  for  the 
entire  operation  for  one  day.   In  addition  to  planning  a 
nutrious  and  attractive  meal  in  class,  they  calculate  food 
costs  for  the  menu  they  have  chosen.   The  day  their  menu  is 
scheduled  students  prepare,  serve  and  clean  up  with  the 
supervision  of  the  cafeteria  staff.   This  experience 
provides  greater  understanding  of  the  Lunch  Program  and 
nutrition  and  instills  the  pride  of  accomplishment.   We  have 
been  proud  of  the  positive  attitudes  shown  by  the  students 
and  the  satisfaction  they  have  found  in  a  job  well  done. 
The  entire  cafeteria  staff  have  enjoyed  working  with  these 
students  and  look  forward  each  year  to  new  students 
involvement  in  the  food  service  program. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  for  the  Barrington  School 
District  as  Director  of  the  Food  Service  Programs  and  will 
continue  to  improve  these  programs  through  workshops  cind 
various  types  of  information  and  literature  offered  by  the 
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state  Department  of  Food  and  Nutrition  Services  and  the  New 
Hamphire  School  Food  Service  Association.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HARRINGTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


The  Barrington  Public  Schools  concluded  the  1987-1988  school 
year  on  June  28,  1988,  with  a  student  enrollment  of  590 
students  attending  the  elementary  and  middle  school  here  in 
Barrington.  The  1988-1989  school  year  commenced  on 
September  7,  1988,  with  a  9%  increase  in  student  enrollment. 
Our  opening  day  number  of  645  students  has  remained 
relatively  stable  through  the  fall  months  and  stood  at  646 
students  at  the  year's  end  in  December. 

Our  student  population  is  divided  among  28  classes.  Our 
readiness  program  accommodates  14  students  while  our  grade  1 
through  8  classes  average  between  23  and  24  students  per 
class.  Barr ington's  growth  is  reflected  in  our  growing 
student  population.  Our  eighth  grade  class  included  52 
students  at  year's  end  in  December,  while  our  first  grade 
class  included  103  students. 

Our  elementary  school  program  (readiness  through  third 
grade)  includes  instruction  in  core  subjects  -  reading, 
language  arts,  math,  science,  social  studies  -  taught  by 
classroom  teachers;  arts  subjects  -  art,  music,  physical 
education  -  taught  by  specialist  teachers;  as  well  as  weekly 
visits  to  the  school  library  located  in  the  middle  school. 

Elementary  school  students  who  require  a  specialized  program 
may  also  receive  services  of  our  special  education  staff 
ancL-'or  guidance  counselor.  Our  nurse,  whose  services  are 
shared  between  both  schools,  in  on  staff  at  each  school  on  a 
daily,  part-time  basis. 

Our  middle  school  program  includes  core  subjects  as 
described  above.  Fourth  graders  are  taught  in 
self-contained  classrooms,  while  older  students  are  taught 
by  specialist  teachers.  Additionally,  students  receive 
instruction  in  health,  home  economics,  industrial  arts,  and 
computer  literacy.  Special  education  and  guidance  services 
are  also  available. 

Middle  school  students  may  also  participate  in  a  variety  of 
extra-curricular  activities.  These  include  our  intramural 
and  i nterschol ast ic  sports  teams  -  soccer,  basketball, 
volleyball,  softball,  baseball  -  as  well  as  computer  club, 
student  council,  cheer  1 eading,  yearbook,  art  lessons,  and 
several  choices  which  are  new  this  year  -  chorus,  drama 
club,  and  newspaper. 

Results  from  the  New  Hampshire  state  standardized  testing 
program  from  the  fall,  1988,  indicate  that  our  students  are 
achieving  at  expected  levels  in  the  "average"  to  "high 
average"  ranges.  We  were  particularly  pleased  to  see  test 
scores  reflect  gains  made  by  our  students  in  the  reading  and 
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language  arts  areas,  which  are  areas  of  concentration  for 
curriculum  renewal  for  the  current  school  year. 

Annual  school  district  goals  are  established  as  an  important 
part  of  an  ongoing  process  of  school  improvement.  School 
board  members  and  school  staff  identify  needs  and  address 
these  needs  through  specific  action.  While  we  continue  to 
work  on  many  of  our  goals,  several  have  been  reached  as  we 
approach  mid-year.  Key  goals  for  the  1988-1989  school  year 
include : 

1.  To  formulate  a  buliuing  proposal  co  be  presented  at 
the  district  meeting  in  March,  1989. 

The  school  board  and  school  officials  have 
formulated  a  building  proposal  for  consideration  at 
the  school  district  meeting. 

2.  To  review  and  revise  the  language  arts  curriculum. 
The  November  curriculum  day  was  devoted  to  the 
renewal  of  the  language  arts  curriculum.  Staff 
members  developed  new  program  philosophy,  goals, 
and  course  outlines  for  each  grades.  A  number  of 
recommendations  for  program  development  are  under 
considerat  ion . 

3.  To  improve  communication  between  school  board  and 
SAU  and  building  administrators. 

A  regular  schedule  of  meetings  and  reports  has  been 
developed  and  other  practices  have  been  instituted 
which  are  working  to  improve  communications. 

4.  To  develop  a  program  of  enrichment  activities  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  levels  of  learners. 

Staff  at  both  schools  continue  to  develop  and  plan 
for  these  activities.  A  newspaper,  drama  club,  and 
chorus  are  options  presented  in  the  fall. 

5.  To  develop  a  program  to  develop  and  strengthen 
student  self  esteem. 

Staff  at  both  school  are  In  the  process  of  planning 
for  reaching  this  goal.  Seventh  grade  students  are 
participating  in  a  semester  course  in  health  which 
includes  goals  in  this  area. 

6.  To  increase  the  number  of  special  needs  students  to 
be  served  with  success  in  the  mainstream. 

Our  teachers  and  special  education  staff  have  been 
working  to  develop  alternatives  in  the  "regular" 
classroom  as  well  as  prepare  a  number  of  special 
education  students  for  their  return  to  the 
mai  nstream. 
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7.  To  Improve  monitoring  of  school  dropouts  and  to 
develop  preventive  strategies  to  reduce  the  number 
of  school  dropouts. 

Board  members  and  school  officials  have  conducted 
research  regarding  Harrington's  dropouts,  reasons 
for  dropping  out,  and  preventive  programs.  We  will 
be  implementing  strategies  in  the  near  future. 

8.  To  provide  parent  education  programs  focused  on 
student  needs. 

A  series  for  seventh  grade  parents  Is  being  offered 
this  year  as  well  as  training  of  parent  leaders  in 
the  STEP  (Systematic  Training  for  Effective 
Parenting).  Other  such  outreach  programs  are  being 
considered. 

9.  To  provide  staff  development  training  for  teachers, 
specifically  in  strategies  for  planning  and 
implementing  individual  i'zed  instruction. 

This  goal  is  in  the  planning  stage  and  will  see 
action  during  the  1989-1990  school  year. 

10.   To  monitor  curriculum  and  student  achievement. 

Our  program  of  standardized  testing  will  be  revised 
in  the  1989-1990  school  year;  school  officials  have 
attended  workshops  of  the  use  of  standardized 
tests,  and  information  has  been  shared;  discussed 
with  staffs;  and  test  results  have  been  used  as  a 
tool  in  revising  curriculum. 

Other,  building  level,  goals  have  been  established  in  the 
areas  of  discipline,  building  maintenance,  scheduling, 
homework  practices,  review  of  staff  job  descriptions, 
communications,  reporting  systems,  developing  reinforcers 
for  appropriate  behaviors,  and  handbook  revision. 
Additionally,  short  term  goals  are  established  based  on 
developing  needs. 

We  are  proud  of  the  work  accomplished  both  in  the  daily 
operation  of  the  school  district  and  in  the  long  range 
projects  noted  above  by  a  hard-working,  dedicated,  and 
highly  competent  staff  and  school  board.  We  can  say  with 
confidence  that  our  school  system  is  stronger  today  than  it 
was  a  year  ago,  as  it  will  be  even  stronger  one  year  from 
now. 

We  recognize  that  the  efforts  of  all  employees  -  teachers, 
aides,  office  staff,  custodians,  cafeteria  staff,  bus 
drivers  -  contribute  to  our  progress.  We  also  recognize  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  our  parents  who  support  the 
school  by  serving  as  volunteers  in  the  classrooms, 
participate  in  the  PTA ,  and  help  our  students  in  their  daily 
requ  i  rements. 
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Finally,  we  thank  the  citizens  of  Barrington  who  support  our 
schools  in  our  important  work.  Your  support  contributes  to 
the  future  of  the  children  of  Barrington  and  to  the  future 
of  our  society.  A  strong  nation  needs  strong  public 
school s.

The  dominant  theme  for  the  past  year  In  many  of  our  school 
districts  has  been  the  issue  of  growth  and  the  subsequent  impact  on 
our  school  systems .   Barrington  is  no  exception  to  this  trend.   The 
school  year  ended  last  June  with  a  total  of  341  in  grades  R-4.   The 
opening  of  school  in  September.  1988  saw  the  elementary  enrollment 
Increased  by  36  students  which  represents  an  ll'*  increase.    The  space 
needs  of  the  School  District  have  been  temporarily  addressed  with  the 
addition  of  modular  units,  however  a  permanent  solution  is  required. 

The  need  for  additional  classroom  space  is  evident  and  I  strongly 
urge  you  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  the  passage  of  the  first 


article  In  the  warrant  which  calls  for  the  construction  of  an  eighteen 
classroom  elementary  school  to  be  constructed  on  the  Calef  property. 

A  second  growth  related  issue  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  March 
District  meeting.  Is  the  warrant  article  calling  for  the  establishment 
of  a  cooperative  school  district  with  Nottingham  for  grades  9-12.    I 
believe  the  proposal  for  a  cooperative  high  school  district  has  now 
reached  the  point,  where  it  is  cost  effective  and  therefore,  is  an  idea 
whose  time  has  come.    However,  while  voters  will  not  be  asked  to 
address  a  high  school  bond  issue  for  several  years ,   I  believe  that  it 
makes  sense  to  form  the  cooperative  school  district,   if  for  no  other 
reason  than  to  establish  a  land  search  committee  to  identify  an 
appropriate  site  and  conclude  purchase  negotiations .    Land  in  the 
Barrington  and  Nottingham  area  is  increasing  in  value  and  parcels  with 
the  necessary  acreage  for  a  high  school  are  rapidly  being  purchased  by 
developers.    I  strongly  urge  the  voters  of  the  District  to  act 
favorably  on  the  cooperative  high  school  district  article. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  development  in  the  Unit  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  decision  to  divide  the  Unit  and  subsequent 
approval  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  such  a  course  of  action. 
With  the  Increasing  demand  for  assistance  and  services  and  the 
possibility  of  the  formation  of  the  Branch  River  Cooperative  School 
District  among  the  northern  Districts  and  the  Bar rlngt on/Nottingham 
Cooperative  School  District  in  the  southern  Districts,  the  decision  to 
divide  the  Unit  is  one  based  on  sound  educat>ional  reasoning.   The 
division  of  the  Unit  will  hopefully  allow  the  Unit  staff  to  respond 
efficiently  and  effectively  with  needed  services  in  the  following 
areas:  support  for  cooperative  school  district  study  committees  and 
building  committees,  continuing  our  commitment  to  achieving  excellence 
in  the  educational  opportunities  available  to  our  children, 
preparation  for  bond  issue  presentations,  administration  of 
construction  projects,  budget  development,  negotiations,  development 
and  revision  of  school  board  goals ,  working  with  local  planning  boards 
regarding  the  development  of  capital  improvement  plans .  and  compliance 
with  special  education  laws ,  regulations  and  standards .    These 
examples  are  only  a  few  of  the  areas  in  which  the  office  is  continuing 
to  experience  increased  requests  for  administrative  services . 

Once  again,  the  current  Legislative  Session  merits  our  attention 
with  regard  to  at  least  one  particular  piece  of  legislation.    A  bill 
has  been  introduced,  the  number  of  which  has  not  been  assigned  by  the 
Office  of  Legislative  Services  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  that  would 
increase  the  State  Building  Aid  program  from  30**  to  35^  and  would 
provide  for  payment  of  State  Building  Aid  in  a  lump  sum  to  school 
districts  pr i or  to  construction.    School  districts  experiencing  rapid 
growth  would  benefit  greatly  from  this  legislation.    I  strongly  urge 
you  to  contact  your  representatives  in  support  of  this  Bill. 

The  School  Administrative  Unit  staff  is  prepared  to  assist  the 
District  with  what  I  view  to  be  an  increased  need  to  study  the 
implications  of  regional  growth  and  will  continue  to  assist  in  such 
areas  as  curricula  review  and  revision,  staff  selection  and 
supervision,  business  management,  transportation,   special  education 
a  nd  legal  ma  1 1  e  r  s  . 
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On  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit 
«44  staff.  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  and  key 
community" people  for  their  untiring  efforts  and  continued  support  oi 
behalf  of  our  children.

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT  1987-1988 

School  opened  this  year  to  a  busy  schedule.  Illness  were 
minimal  and  the  flu  did  not  hit  us  as  it  did  in  past  years. 
In  the  past  the  flu  seemed  to  be  with  us  opening  day  and 
continue  thru  spring.  This  year  many  did  have  the  flu  but 
it  was  not  as  severe  with  many  students  being  out  ill  at  the 
same  time. 

Many  students  had  strep  throat  this  year.  We  were  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  do  strep  throat  testing  in  the  school  this 
year.  I  tested  125  students  who  had  symptoms  of  possible 
strep  throat  and  found  22  positive  tests.  These  students 
were  sent  home  immediately  to  seek  medical  attention.  Most 
of  the  area  doctors  would  accept  the  results  of  my  test  and 
the  students  would  be  treated  immediately. 

Days  were  busy  with  going  between  schools  for  illnesses  and 
injuries.  Most  visits  were  for  minor  illnesses  or  injuries. 
There  were  four  injuries  in  the  Middle  school  and  five 
injuries  in  the  Elementary  school  which  required  medical  or 
dental  treatment. 

Head  lice  was  a  problem  the  first  month  of  school  as 
seventeen  children  were  found  to  have  head  lice  the  first 
check  the  first  week  of  school.  With  very  little  problem 
all  cases  were  found  and  treated  within  the  month.  There 
were  only  a  couple  of  cases  found  throughout  the  school  year 
after  the  first  month. 

Pneumonia,  Impetigo,  scabies,  scarlatina,  and  conjunctivitis 
was  also  present  in  the  school  this  year  but  with  very  few 
cases.  Bee  sting  allergies  and  allergies  to  poison  ivy  and 
oak  was  another  discomforting  problem  to  many  children  this 
year . 

A  scoliosis  film  was  shown  to  all  fifth  grade  students  and  a 
scoliosis  screening  was  done  on  all  fifth  through  eighth 
grade  students.  There  were  no  new  students  found  with  a 
possible  scoliosis  problem  this  year.  There  are  several 
students  under  their  doctors  care  for  this  problem  found  in 
past  years. 

Health  screenings  included  height,  weight,  vision,  hearing, 
dental,  nutrition,  scoliosis,  and  immunization  updates  were 
done  on  all  students  in  both  schools.  Hearing  tests 
resulted  in  three  elementary  and  two  middle  school 
referrals.  Vision  screening  resulted  in  eight  elementary 
and  four  middle  school  referrals. 
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Chicken  pox  is  always  found  In  schools  and  there  were 
sixteen  cases  this  year.  Medications  to  be  given  In  school 
always  creates  a  problem  as  the  proper  procedure  is  not 
often  followed  by  parents.  Parents  will  be  notified  as  to 
the  proper  procedure.  The  school  board  policy  must  be 
followed  or  the  medication  will  be  given  at  school. 

Preschool  screenings  were  done  again  in  the  spring. 
Screenings  were  done  on  93  preschoolers.  All  preschoolers 
must  have  a  completed  physical  exam  and  a  completed 
immunization  record  on  file  before  they  enter  school.  All 
visual,  hearing,  and  health  problems  were  discussed  with 
parents. 

Immunizations  for  most  students  were  completed.  The  Rural 
District  Health  Council  supplied  needed  immunizations  and 
six  elementary  and  eight  middle  school  students  were 
transported  for  needed  Immunizations.  Immunizations  are 
done  free  of  charge. 

Parents  were  contacted  each  morning,  shortly  after 
attendance  was  taken,  if  their  child  was  not  in  school  and 
the  parent  did  not  contact  the  school.  This  policy  has  been 
well  accepted  by  all  concerned.  Please  contact  the  school 
if  you  know  your  child  will  be  absent.  Our  truant  officer 
was  also  called  to  locate  students  when  parents  could  not  be 
located. 

I  attended  a  workshop  on  Kids,  Drugs  and  Schools  in  the  fall 
and  a  spring  workshop  on  The  School  Nurses  Role  in  Aids 
Education.  I  completed  a  course  through  the  University  of 
Maine  on  Pediatrics  Update  which  covered  twenty-six 
different  areas  of  procedures,  techniques,  and  health 
problems  of  all  children.  It  was  an  excellent  and  enjoyable 
course. 

I  attended  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Rochester  Area 
Support  Team  at  the  Frlsbie  Hospital  again  this  year  and 
dealt  directly  with  the  Division  of  Children  and  Youth 
Services. 

I  wish  to  thank  parents,  faculty,  and  school  board  members 
for  their  cooperation,  help  and  understanding  for  a  very 
productive  and  busy  year,  I  was  again  fortunate  to  have  a 
volunteer  to  help  me  once  a  .week  with  testing  and  paper 
work .
